Nixon's Keynote To 
Be Unity In Notion

KEY BISCAYNE, Fla. (AP) 


— President-elect Richard M. 
Nixon, relaxing today in island 
solitude, intends to make unity 
in a divided nation a keynote 
theme of his Republican admin- 
istration. But the plans for 
achieving this aim are more 
methodical than dramatic. 


The most important single 


thread in this effort is summed 
up in one word: communication. 
Nixon stressed it constantly in 
the more philosophical speech- 
es of his campaign. Now he is 
considering how best to attain 
it. 


Nixon was resting today on 


small, privately owned island in 
the Bahamas. He sunned him- 
self and read in privacy on Mer- 
maid Beach in the Grand Cay 
group of the Bahama Islands, 
140 miles northeast of Key Bis- 
cayne. 


Nixon flew there Monday by 


Coast Guard helicopter, with no 
advance announcement, accom- 
panied only by his friend, C. G. 
Rebozo, and his Secret Service 
guards. He spent the night on 
the island, owned by Robert Ab- 
planalp, a Bronxville, N. Y., 
businessman. 


When he returns to work on 


the transition of government, 
Nixon is expected to have more 
meetings in a unity-seeking pat- 
tern he already has set, with 
leaders from various segments 
of American society. 


He held such sessions in New 


York Friday, meeting with a 
businessman, Frederick Kep. 
pel, 
then a union president, 


George Meany, then a Negro 


leader, Whitney Young of the 
national Urban League. 


His inaugural address on Jan. 


20 is expected to stress the unity 
quest. The first broad outlines 
of that speech are taking shape 
as Nixon and a handful of aides 
relax in the sun.

Nixon, relaxing today in island 
solitude, intends to make unity’ 
in a divided nation a keynote 
theme of his Republican admiiw 
istration. But the plans for 
achievtng this aim are more 
methodical than dramatic. 
The most important single 
thread in this effort is summed 
up in one word: communication. 
Nixon stressed it constantly in 
the more philosophical speech­ 
es of his campaign. Now he is 
considering how best to attain 
it. 
Nixon was resting today on 
small, privately owned island in 
the Bahamas. He sunned him­ 
self and read in privacy on Mer­ 
maid Beach in the Grand Cay 
group of the Bahama Islands, 
140 miles northeast of Key Bis- 
cayne. 
Nixon flew there Monday by 
Coast Guard helicopter, with no 
advance announcement, accom­ 
panied only by his friend, C. G. 
Rebozo, and his Secret Service 
guards. He spent the night on 
the island, owned by Robert Ab- 
planalp, a BronxviUe, N. Y., 
businessman. 
When he returns to work on 
the transition of government, 
Nixon is expected to have more 
meetings in a unity-seeking pat­ 
tern he already has set, with 
leaders from various segments 
of American society. 
He held such sessions in New 
York Friday, meeting with a 
businessman, Frederick Kep- 
pel, then a union president,

One battleground was south of 
Da Nang, where the Vietnamese 
area commander says the Com­ 
munist command has started its 
winter offensive for South Viet­ 
nam's northern provinces. The 
other was 115 miles southwest 
of Saigon, where a big South 
Vietnamese force le trying to 
make a dent in a Viet Cong 
stronghold near the Cambodian 
border. 
At least 30 rounds of heavy 
rocket* smashed loto U. s. 
military installations near Da 
Nang late today in the second 
such attack in three days. 
One of the rockets triggered a 
brilliant pillar of flame when it 
struck what may have been a 
South Vietnamese army ord­ 
nance depot. Otherwise, there 
were no reports of damages or 
casualties elsewhere in the 
military area, which includes 
the U. S. Marine headquarters 
and a naval base. 
South Vietnamese headqu&r- 
terk also reported three prov- ' 
lnclal capitals and six district 
towns shelled by the enemy dur - 
ing the night and two terrorist 
incidents. A spokesman said 
these attacks killed 29 civilians 
and 12 Vietnamese soldiers and 
wounded 72 civilians and one 
soldier. 
On the political front, the Sai­ 
gon government appeared mov­ 
ing slowly toward a decision to 
send a delegation to the Paris 
peace talks. Some sources close 
to the government indicated 
President Nguyen Van Thleu 
had decided he has to end his 
boycott of the talks. These 
sources said there is a 50-50 
chance Vice President Nguyen 
Cao Ky will lead the delegation.

We Have Work To Do 


Red Bluff's second Congress for Community Progress came up 


with some mighty good ideas. Not everyone would agree wit/i all 
of them, of course. That would be too much to expect. Actually, 
probably not everyone who attended agreed with all the recom- 
mendations, though there were no dissenting votes noted in the 
general meeting Saturday at which they were adopted. In the 
nature of things, it would have been impossible for everyone 
there to form an educated decision in the time at his disposal. 
Happily, that is not necessary. 


The recommendations are simply recommendations— from 


persons who have given them some thought. Now, it's up to the 
individuals and public agencies who have the authority to proceed 
as they see fit. But recommendations have been made alter dis- 
cussion in panel meetings presided over by some of the com- 
munity's most dedicated citizens. 


There are some good ideas there, and discussing them is not 


enough. It will take public sup-Jort and public help and maybe in 
some cases public insistence to bring them about. That means us. 
We have work to do. 


Heartening In A Time Like This 


Even in the most stable and "normal" of times, it would be 


desirable for the president to keep the president-elect closely In. 
formed as to what is under way at the top level of our government. 
This is essential to a smooth transfer of power. It becomes doubly 
important at such a time—a time when delicate and complex peace 
negotiations are in progress. 


Fortunately for us all, President Johnson and President-elect 


Nixon fully concur in this view and have taken steps to give it 
practical effect. This first became evident when Nixon announced 
after his initial White House conference that he would support 
administration foreign policy moves between now and his inaugural. 


More recently, the presidentelect has made it plain that the 


agreement works both ways. That is, although he and the adminis- 
tration will indeed "speak with one voice," he will be consulted 
and taken into full confidence before any action which might affect 
the conduct of foreign policy after January 20. 


It should be noted that, as the president-elect himself pointed 


out, this arrangement does not give him any veto over adminis- 
tration actions. That would not be proper; Mr. Johnson must bear 
the responsibility as long as he is in office. The arrangement is 
simply a sort at gentlemen's agreement whereby, in Nixon's words, 
"the parties on the other side (that is, other countries) cannot have 
and will not have an excuse that they must wait for the next presi- 
dent before dealing with matters onwhichprogress could be made" 
before the changeover. This sensible approach to what could be 
a sticky problem is a heartening development.

nedy m 1962 
when the hori- 
zon of the com- 
mittee's 
ob- 


jectives was widened to in- 
clude the physically and men- 
tally handicapped. Now the 
lifeline between the handicap- 
ped and the dignified hope 
they deserve is known as the 
President's Committee for the 
Employment of the 
Handi- 


capped. 


The scientific advances in 


the 
field 
of 
rehabilitative 


medicine are ingenious. Pa- 
tients who were unable to 
move outside of their own 
homes are now able to jse 
appliances that take them into 
the world and bring them 
freedom 
from 
bondage and 


isolation. They now dnve au- 
tomobiles with statistical rec- 
ords of safety that are the 
envy of those who take for 
granted the normal, healthy 
functioning of their limbs. 


Employers who were taught 


that the handicapped are an 
advantage rather than a bur- 
den have found untold .skill, 
diligence, ambition, and re- 
sponsibility 
in 
those 
who 


might have been discarded by 
society. 


Along- with the great sci- 


entific 
strides 
toward 
the 


target of physical arid emo- 
tional health, must come a 
greater social awareness of 
society's obligation 
to the 


handicapped. Unless this cohe- 
sive unity is made to flourish. 
society itself will be cheated 
of the latent accomplishments 
of those who are labeled as 
handicapped. 


The key to good health is 


how well a human being func- 
tions in hU home, in hi* fam- 
ily and n society. The handi- 
cap of a previous heart at- 
tack, th« handicap of a pre- 
viou* bout with pneumonia, 
the handicap of * previous 
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stroke, the handicap of an 
emotional breakdown only re- 
mains a permanent handicap 
if the victim is committed to 
live 
within 
the 
confining 


walls of that handicap. Liber- 
ation and emancipation from 
the binding shackles of a real 
or fancied handicap is the 
only way that one can mea- 
sure complete and total recov- 
ery from any illness 


Productivity, therefore, be- 


comes the single object to be 
attained if the courage of the 
handicapped is to be bolstered 
and maintained. 


Educational campaigns are 


now breaking down barriers 
that kept employers from hir- 
ing those who have any phy- 
sical or mental impediment. 
Employers, too, had cour- 
age 
when 
they 
took 
the 


chance of introducing the skill- 
ful handicapped 
among the 


skillful "unhandicapped." Their 
universal surprise was great 
when they learned that skill 
was skill no matter who had 
it. 


Workers in large factories 


were astonished to learn that 
the handicapped wanted no 
extra solicitousness. In fact, 
they bolstered the morale of 
those who surrounded them by 
their own working cheerful- 
ness. Workers actually learn- 
ed- to like themselves better 
and to appreciate the gifts 
of their own existence when in 
contact with the intrepid re- 
sources of a handicapped co- 
worker 
An exciting study 


shows that many of these peo- 
ple reduce their anger, hos- 
tility and pettiness when ex- 
posed to the radiant courage 
of those with limited physical 
ability. Mr. Jack Danby, ex- 
ecutive editor of Good House- 
keeping, 
says, 
"Laws 
and 


legislation cannot employ the 
handicapped. Human 
under- 


standing can and when it 
does, employees and society 
will reap benefits of a trea- 
sured investment."

The steamer was boarded by the 
two "irrepressibles", who sail, 
ed out into the river in small 
boats for the purpos •, and while 
Sunderland rushed to the clerk's 
office to make service, Johns 
performed a Blondin feat, by 
sliding down the tow.rope at- 
tached to the barge, boarded 
her, and took possession of the 
goods and chatties of the debtor, 
much to the discomfiture of 
Sunderland, who stood on the 
poop witnessing the extraordia. 
ary feat, not having the plunk 
to follow.

CLEAVER FOR PRESIDENT 
SAN FRANCISCO - A little 


paragraph in the New York 
Times appearing a week or so 
before the national election re- 
vealed how the editorial board 
of 
the 
Columbia University 


newspaper had resolved to vote 
for President. The vote was for 
Eldridge Cleaver. 
The gentleman preferred by 
the students to Richard Nixon 
is not widely known in the Uni- 
ted States, because we are not 
all of us so well-informed or 
well-educated as the young 
journalists of Columbia Univer- 
sity. I spent an hour with Mr. 
Cleaver here in San Francisco 
after having read up on him a 
little bit. His name does not 
appear in Who's Who, but if it 
did, Who's Who would briefly 
record that he is currently the 
Information 
Minister 
of the 


Black Panthers, and was the 
presidential candidate of the 
Peace and Freedom Party in 
1968; that early on in his life 
he elected to defy the law, which 
he began to do as a boy by 
hustling marijuana, for which 
he was sent up to a juvenile 
reformatory, after graduation 
from which he turned to the ser- 
ious business of rape, beginning 
first with black victims but 
moving on to white women for 
ideological reasons, carefully 
explained m his best-selling 
autobiography, "Soul on Ice." 


But upon being caught and sen- 
tenced to prison for 14 years, 
he undertook his self-education, 
and prevailed upon lawyers gen- 
erally friendly to iconoclasrn 
to argue for his parole, which 
parole was granted after nine 
years in prison, whereupon Mr. 
Cleaver enrolled as a Panther 
and rose instantly to a position 
of prominence. 


In due course a rumble ensued 


at which a young Panther was 
killed, and the State of Cali- 
fornia contends that Mr. Cleav- 
er was consorting with such 
persons as the parole regula- 
tions prohibited keeping comp- 
any with, resulting in a(hisre- 
call to prison; b) his release 
from prison by order of the 
lower courts, c) which ruling 
has been overturned by a high- 
er court; d) whose ruling is 
under appeal resulting in the 
protagonist's 
continued, 
if 


temporary, freedom. 


Concerning Mr. Cleaver's ac- 
tivities and those of his Party, 
one can suggest only the flavor 
of his approach. Ronald Reagan, 
for 
instance, 
is, 
in 
Mr. 


Cleaver's language, "a punk, a 
sissy, and a coward, and I chal- 
lenge him to a duel to the death 
or 
until 
he 
says 
Uncle 


Eldridge." Those who take a 


little clandestine pleasure at 
that kind of thing said about 
Ronald Reagan might however 
find a little bit off-putting the 
Black Panther Journal publish- 
ed after the assassination of 
Bobby Kennedy, which ran a 
drawing of Mr. Kennedy as a 
dead pig. Those who find this 
understandable 
as campaign 


oratory may wonder at Mr. 
Cleaver's treatment of Julian 
Bond, whom he recently accused 
of being "a pig (who) might just 
end up being barbecued with the 
rest of the pigs." 


Well then, what should we do 


about it all? "I hope," Mr. 
Cleaver said recently, "I hope 
you'll take your guns and shoot 
judges and police." I asked Mr. 
Cleaver whether he finds it con- 
sistent with his ideology to en- 
courage the assassination of 
Mr. Nixon, who after all is the 
chief pig-eldct, and Mr. Cleaver 
replied that he would not pub- 
licly encourage the assassina- 
tion of Mr. Nixon because the 
pigs would come after him if he 
did, but that privately he would 
do so, satisfied as he is that he 
deserves to die, even as did the 
pig Kennedy. 


Had 
enough? Ah, but your 


stomachs are not as strong as 
those of the more educated 
members of the community, 
like the faculty members of 
the University of California who 
have invited Mr. Cleaver to give 
a course for credit at the Ber- 
keley campus. Actually they 
really wouldn't want him for 
president, they are just getting 
their kicks without confronting 
the consequences; a venture in 
ideological onanism. 


I told Mr. Cleaver that the su- 


preme irony of it all is that 
such support as 
he has is 


mostly from the white folks. 
The blacks are too dignified, 
too honest, too gentle. It takes 
middle class educated white 
folks to say "Cleaver for Presi- 
dent," even as, in 18th Century 
France, It was tne sports in 
the upper class who lionized 
deSade. Cleaver is half right 
to feel such contempt as he 
feels for those of us who toler- 
ate him and his disciples.

American people have been en- 
grossed in their own election, 
the seeds of Castroism appear 
to have been plsiil-.-d in Pana- 
ma, astride the Canal Zone, vi- 
tal to the security of the United 
States. 


A military junta, which the 
United 
States so frequently 


treats with benign approval, has 
now been recognized by the 
State Department, apparently 
ignoring Cie fact that the new 
military leaders have had close 
ties with Latin American Com- 
munism. 
The top military man, Col. 
Omar Torrijos, was once a 
member of the People's party, 
a front for the Communist par- 
ty, and the No. 2 man, Col. 
Boris Martinez, was once the 
Communist leader of students 
at the University of Panama. 
Despite this, the State Depart- 
ment last week extended the 
new 
Panamanian government 


official U.S. recognition. 
What happened was that the new 
military dictators, knowing the 
United States was busy with its 
own problems and had long 
frowned on Arnulfo Arias, the 
newly elected president, pro- 
ceeded to oust him on October 
11, exactly 11 days after he had 
been sworn In as president. 


Here is a play-by-play account 
of what happened; 


THE BACKSTAGE STORY 
Last May Dr. Arias, twice be- 
fore elected president of Pana- 
ma, was elected for a third 
time, despite the flagrant steal- 
ing of ballots. In some cases, 
the political opposition raided 
the polling places armed with 
machine guns. 
Despite this, 
Arnulfo Arias 


won. He had the backing of a 
very heavy popular vote plus the 
support of the old Panamanian 
business families which have 
comprised the ruling oligarchy. 
Opposed to him were the na- 
tional guard, trained and equip- 
ped by the American army.

Beret forces which have to 
fight In the Vietnamese jungles. 
As a result, the Panamanian 
national guard Is considered one 
of the most efficient police 
forces In Latin America. 
However, It also has a mono- 


poly on Panama's bus transpor- 
tation, and controls the broth- 
els, gambling houses, and boli- 
ta. From long experience the 
guard knewthatPresidentArias 
would Immediately cut off these 
lucrative concessions. It was 
reported well before Oct. 1 in- 
auguration, therefore, that a 
military coup was inevitable. 
The first coup was attempted 


on Sept. 26, four days before 
the inauguration. Another was 
tried on the afternoon of Sept. 
29. Finally, on the evening of 
Sept. 29, President-elect Ar- 
ias met in a private home with 
the commander of the national 
guard, Gen. Bolivar Vallar- 
ino, 
where it was agreed that 


Gen. Vallarino would not par- 
ticipate In a coup but would be 
moved to Washington as mili- 
tary attache. He could play an 
Important part In the plans for 
building a new Panama Canal, it 
was agreed. 


It was also agreed that the No. 
2 man in the guard, Col. Jose 
Maria Pinilla, would replace 
Vallarino as guard commander 
for 45 days and then retire in 
favor of Col. Bolivar Urrutia. 
However, the most important 
agreement made at this secret 
meeting was that three trouble- 
makers 
Inside 
the national 


guard who had been organizing 
revolt would be transferred as 
military attaches to Salvador, 
Chile and Colombia. 
They were: Col. Omar Torri- 


jos, Col. Boris Martinez, and 
Capt. Frederico Boyd, organ- 
izer of the Panamanian Green 
Beret corps. 


With this agreement apparent- 


ly satisfying the leaders of the 
guard, Arnulfo Arias was sworn 
in as President two days later 
— Oct. 1. 


THREE TROUBLEMAKERS 
REMAINED 


But the leaders of the guard 


did not carry out their agree- 
ment.

Colombia, and the top command 
did not carry out Its promis- 
ed shake-up. 
Finally, President Arias act- 
ed himself. On Oct. 11 he ord- 
ered the transfer of the three 
troublesome officers who had 
been plotting a revolt against 
him. That same day he also ac- 
cepted the resignation of Gen. 
Vallarino and appointed Col. 
Plnllla commander of the guard. 
On that same day also the re- 
volt started. The officers who 
were to be transferred took 
over. 


Gen. Vallarlno was vacation- 
ing on the island of Topagowlth 
his family. In his absence Col. 
Pinilla, the No. 2 man of the 
guard, was put under house ar- 
rest and Col. Urrutia, No. 3 
mail in the guard, was thrown 
into jail until late in the night 
on Oct. 11. 


By this time the junta had or- 
ganized Its own government, 
Installing Col. Pinilla 
as a 


front for president. 


Meanwhile Col. Omar Tor- 


rijos, the real ruler of the jun- 
ta, was not only a member of 
the People's party of Panama, 
but his brother Moses Torri- 
jos, a newapaperman, was sent 
to Moscow, all expenses paid 
by the Communists. Col. Tor- 
rijos' sister-in-law is married 
to Ricaurte Soler, leader of 
the Chinese wing of the Com- 
munist party In Panama. 


Boris Martinez, the No. 2 
member of the junta, is com- 
mander of all the armed for- 
ces in Cherokee Province, sec- 
ond largest province of Panama 
and was a former active Com- 
munist leader in the univer- 
sity. 


These two, along with Capt. 
Frederico Boyd, have now es- 
tablished the most ruthless mil- 
tary 
dictatorship 
in Latin 


A m e r i c a . There have been 
shootings, seizure of property, 
strict censorship. For the first 
time in history, the national 
guard has fired on civilians. 
The activity of the military 


junta has solidified the civilian 
population against it and behind 
President Arias, who has now 
taken 
refuge 
in Washington. 


Perhaps at no time has there 
been such unity on the part of 
Panamanians.

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W e Have Work To Do 


Red Bluff’s second C ongress for Community P ro g ress came up 
with some mighty good ideas. Not everyone would agree with all 
of them, of course. That would be too much to expect. A ctually, 
probably not everyone who attended agreed with all the reco m ­ 
mendations, though there w ere no dissenting votes noted in the 
general meeting Saturday at which they w ere adopted. In the 
nature of things, it would have been im possible for everyone 
there to form an educated decision in the tim e at his disposal. 
Happily, that is not necessary. 
The recom m endations are sim ply recom m endations— from 
persons who have given them some thought. Now, it’s up to the 
individuals and public agencies who have the authority to proceed 
as they see fit. But recom m endations have been made after d is­ 
cussion in panel m eetings presided over by som e of the com ­ 
munity’s most dedicated citizens. 
There are some good ideas there, and discussing them is not 
enough. It will take public su p port and public help and maybe in 
some cases public Insistence to bring them about. That means us. 
We have work to do. 


Heartening In A Time Like This 


Even in the m ost stable and “ norm al” of tim es, it would be 
desirable for the president to keep the president-elect closely in­ 
form ed as to what is underway at the top level of our government. 
This is essential to a smooth tran sfer of pow er. It becomes doubly 
im portant at such a tim e—a tim e when delicate and complex peace 
negotiations are in progress. 


Fortunately for us all, P resident Johnson and President-elect 
Nixon fully concur in this view and have taken steps to give it 
practical effect. This first becam e evident when Nixon announced 
after his initial White House conference that he would support 
adm inistration foreign policy moves between now and his inaugural. 


More recently, the president-elect has made it plain that the 
agreem ent works both ways. That is, although he and the adm inis­ 
tration will indeed “ speak with one voice,” he will be consulted 
and taken into full confidence before any action which might affect 
the conduct of foreign policy after January 20. 


It should be noted that, as the president-elect himself pointed 
out, this arrangem ent does not give him any veto over adm inis­ 
tratio n actions. That would not be proper; M r. Johnson must bear 
the responsibility as long as he is in office. The arrangem ent is 
sim ply a so rt of gentlem en’s agreem ent whereby, in Nixon’s w ords, 
“ the parties on the other side (that is, other countries) cannot have 
and will not have an excuse that they must w ait for the next presU 
dent before dealingw lth m atters on which p ro g re ss could be m ade” 
before the changeover. This sensible approach to what could be 
a sticky problem is a heartening development.

T hey now drive au­ 
tom obiles w ith statistical rec­ 
ords of sa fe ty th a t are the 
envy of those who take for 
g ran ted th e norm al, healthy 
functioning of th e ir limbs. 
E m ployers w ho were taught 
th a t the handicapped are an 
ad vantage rath er than a bur­ 
den have found untold skill, 
diligence,

CLEAVER FOR PRESIDENT 
SAN FRANCISCO - A little 
paragraph in toe New York 
Tim es appearing a week or so 
before the national election r e ­ 
vealed how toe editorial board 
of 
toe 
Columbia 
University 
newspaper had resolved to vote 
for P resident. The vote was for 
Eldridge C leaver. 
The gentleman preferred by 
the students to Richard Nixon 
is not widely known in the Uni­ 
ted States, because we are not 
all of us so well-inform ed or 
w ell-educated 
as 
the 
young 
journalists of Columbia U niver­ 
sity. I spent an hour with Mr. 
C leaver here in San Francisco 
after having read up on him a 
little bit. His name does not 
appear in Who’s Who, but if it 
did, Who’s Who would briefly 
record that he is currently the 
Information 
M inister 
of toe 
Black P anthers, and was the 
presidential candidate of the 
Peace and Freedom Party in 
1968; that early on in his life 
he elected to defy the law, which 
he began to do as a boy by 
hustling m arijuana, for which 
he was sent up to a juvenile 
reform atory, after graduation 
from which he turned to the s e r ­ 
ious business of rape, beginning 
first with black victim s but 
moving on to white women for 
ideological reasons, carefully 
explained in his best-selling 
autobiography, “ Soul on Ice.” 
But upon being caught and sen­ 
tenced to prison for 14 years, 
he undertook his self-education, 
and prevailed upon lawyers gen­ 
erally friendly to iconoclasm 
to argue for his parole, which 
parole was granted after nine 
years in prison, whereupon Mr. 
C leaver enrolled as a Panther 
and rose instantly to a position 
of prom inence. 
In due course a rumble ensued 
at which a young Panther was 
killed, and the State of C ali­ 
fornia contends that Mr. Cleav­ 
e r was consorting with such 
persons as the parole regula­ 
tions prohibited keeping com p­ 
any with, resulting in a(his r e ­ 
call to prison; b) his release 
from prison by order of toe 
lower courts, c) which ruling 
has been overturned by a high­ 
e r court; d) whose ruling is 
under appeal resulting in the 
protagonist’s 
continued, 
if 
tem porary, freedom . 
Concerning Mr. Cleaver’s a c ­ 
tivities and those of his P arty, 
one can suggest only the flavor 
of his approach. Ronald Reagan, 
for 
instance, 
is, 
in 
M r. 
C leaver’s language, “ a punk, a 
sissy , and a coward, and ¡ch al­ 
lenge him to a duel to the death 
o r 
until 
he 
says 
Uncle 
E ldridge.” Those who take a 


little clandestine pleasure at 
that kind of thing said about 
Ronald Reagan might however 
find a little bit off-putting the 
Black Panther Journal publish­ 
ed after toe assassination of 
Bobby Kennedy, which ran a 
drawing of Mr. Kennedy as a 
dead pig. Those who find this 
understandable 
as campaign 
oratory may wonder at Mr. 
C leaver’s treatm ent of Julian 
Bond, whom he recently accused 
of being “ a pig (who) might just 
end up being barbecued with toe 
re s t of the pigs.” 
Well then, what should we do 
about it all? “ I hope,” Mr. 
C leaver said recently, “ I tope 
you’ll take your guns and shoot 
judges and police.” I asked Mr. 
C leaver whether he finds it con­ 
sistent with his ideology to en­ 
courage the 
assassination of 
M r. Nixon, who after all is the 
chief pig-elect, and Mr. Cleaver 
replied that he would not pub­ 
licly encourage the assassin a­ 
tion of Mr. Nixon because toe 
pigs would come after him if he 
did, but that privately he would 
do so, satisfied as he is that he 
deserves to die, even as did the 
pig Kennedy. 
Had 
enough? Ah, but your 
stom achs are not as strong as 
those of the more educated 
m em bers of toe community, 
like the faculty m em bers of 
toe University of C alifornia who 
have invited Mr. Cleaver to give 
a course for credit at the B er­ 
keley 
cam pus. Actually they 
really wouldn’t want him for 
president, they are just getting 
their kicks without confronting 
the consequences; a venture in 
ideological onanism. 
I told Mr. Cleaver that toe su ­ 
prem e Irony of It all is that 
such support as 
he has is 
m ostly from the white folks. 
The blacks are too dignified, 
too honest, too gentle. It takes 
middle class educated white 
folks to say “ C leaver for P re s i­ 
dent,” even as, in 18to Century 
F ran ce, it was toe sports in 
the upper class who lionized 
deSade. C leaver is half right 
to feel such contempt as he 
feels for those of us who to le r­ 
ate him and his disciples.

WASHINGTON — While 
the 
A m erican people have been en­ 
grossed in their own election, 
the seeds of C astroism appear 
to have been planted in Pana­ 
ma, astrid e the Canal Zone, vi­ 
tal to the security of the United 
S tates. 
A m ilitary junta, which the 
United 
S t a t e s so frequently 
tre a ts with benign approval, has 
now been recognized by the 
State D epartm ent, apparently 
ignoring the fact that the new 
m ilitary leaders have had close 
tie s with Latin Am erican Com - 
m unism . 
The top m ilitary man, Col. 
Om ar T o rrijo 6, was once a 
m em ber of the People’s party, 
a front for the Communist p a r­ 
ty, and the No. 2 man, Col. 
Boris M artinez, was once the 
Com munist leader of students 
at the U niversity of Panam a. 
Despite this, the State D epart­ 
ment last week extended the 
new 
Panam anian government 
official UJ5. recognition. 
What happened was that the new 
m ilitary dictators, knowing the 
United States was busy with its 
own problem s and had long 
frowned on Arnulfo A rias, the 
newly elected president, p ro ­ 
ceeded to oust him on October 
1 1 , exactly 11 days after he had 
been sworn in as president. 
Here is a play-by-play account 
of what happened: 


THE BACKSTAGE STORY 
Last May D r. A rias, twice be­ 
fore elected president of Pana­ 
ma, was elected for a third 
tim e, despite the flagrant ste a l­ 
ing of ballots. In some cases, 
the political opposition raided 
the polling places arm ed with 
machine guns. 
Despite 
this, 
Arnulfo A rias 
won. He had the backing of a 
very heavy popular vote plus the 
support of the old Panamanian 
business fam ilies which have 
com prised the ruling oligarchy. 
Opposed to him were the n a­ 
tional guard, trained and equip­ 
ped by the Am erican arm y.T he 


Defense D epartm ent aas set up 
special jungle training in P an­ 
amanian Jungles for U .S .Green 
B eret forces which have to 
fight in the Vietnam ese jungles. 
As a result, the Panamanian 
national guard is considered one 
of the most efficient police 
forces in Latin A m erica. 
However, it also has a mono­ 
poly on Panam a’s bus tran sp o r­ 
tation, and controls the broth­ 
els, gambling houses, and boli­ 
ta. From long experience the 
guard knew that President A rias 
would imm ediately cut off these 
lucrative concessions. It was 
reported well before Oct. 1 in­ 
auguration, therefore, that a 
m ilitary coup was inevitable. 
The first coup was attem pted 
on Sept. 26, four days before 
the inauguration. Another was 
tried on the afternoon of Sept. 
29. Finally, on the evening of 
Sept. 29, P resident-elect A r­ 
ias met in a private home with 
the com mander of the national 
guard, Gen. Bolivar V allar- 
ino, where it was agreed that 
Gen. V allarino would not p a r­ 
ticipate in a coup but would be 
moved to Washington as m ili­ 
tary attache. He could play an 
important part in the plans for 
building a new Panam a Canal, it 
was agreed. 
It was also agreed that the No. 
2 man In the guard, Col. Jose 
M aria Plntlla, would replace 
V allarino as guard com m ander 
for 45 days and then re tire in 
favor of Col. Bolivar U rrutia. 
However, the m ost im portant 
agreem ent made at this se cret 
meeting was that three trouble­ 
m akers 
inside 
the national 
guard who had been organizing 
revolt would be tran sferred as 
m ilitary attaches to Salvador, 
Chile and Colombia. 
They were; Col. Om ar T o rri- 
jos, Col. Boris M artinez, and 
Capt. F rederico Boyd, organ­ 
izer of the Panamanian Green 
B eret corps. 
With this agreem ent apparent­ 
ly satisfying toe leaders of the 
guard, Arnulfo A rias was sworn 
in as President two days later 
- Oct. 1. 


THREE TROUBLEMAKERS 
REMAINED 
But the leaders of the guard 
did not carry out their ag ree­ 
m ent. The three troublesom e 
guard officers w ere not tra n s­ 
ferred to Chile, Salvador and

Colombia, and the top command 
did not carry out its p ro m is­ 
ed shake-up. 
Finally, President A rias a c t­ 
ed him self. On Oct. 11 he o rd ­ 
ered the tran sfer of the three 
troublesom e officers who had 
been plotting a revolt against 
him. That sam e day he also ac ­ 
cepted the resignation of Gen. 
Vallarino and appointed Col. 
Pinllla com mander of the guard. 
On that sam e day also the r e ­ 
volt started . The officers who 
were 
to be 
transferred took 
over. 


Gen. V allarino was vacation­ 
ing on the island of Topagowith 
his fam ily. In his absence Col. 
Plnilla, the No. 2 man of the 
guard, was put under house a r ­ 
rest and Col. U rrutia, No. 3 
man in the guard, was thrown 
into Jail until late in the night 
on Oct. 11. 
By this tim e the junta had o r­ 
ganized its own government, 
Installing 
Col. 
Pinilla 
as a 
front for president. 


Meanwhile 
Col. 
Om ar T o r- 
rijos, the real ruler of the jun­ 
ta, was not only a m em ber of 
the People’s party of Panam a, 
but his brother Moses T o rri- 
jos, a newapaperman, was sent 
to Moscow, all expenses paid 
by the Com munists. Col. T o r- 
rljo s’ sister-in -law is m arried 
to R icaurte Soler, leader of 
the Chinese wing of the Com ­ 
munist party in Panam a. 


Boris M artinez, the No. 
2 
member of the junta, is com ­ 
mander of all the arm ed fo r­ 
ces in Cherokee Province, se c ­ 
ond largest province of Panam a 
and was a form er active Com ­ 
munist leader in the univer­ 
sity. 


These two, along with Capt. 
F rederico Boyd, have now e s ­ 
tablished the most ruthless m il- 
tary 
dictatorship 
in Latin 
A m e r i c a . There have been 
shootings, seizure of property, 
strict censorship. F or the first 
tim e in history, the national 
guard has fired on civilians. 
The activity of the m ilitary 
junta has solidified the civilian 
population against it and behind 
President A rias, who has now 
taken 
refuge 
in Washington. 
Perhaps at no tim e has there 
been such unity on the part of 
Panam anians.

Dear No Name: H ere is a con­ 
densed version of the m ateri - 
ial I have gathered from my 
medical and psychiatric con­ 
sultants. 
Note,

symptoms vary according to 
the individual’s degree of to l­ 
erance and the quantity of n a r­ 
cotics used. 
B arbiturates (pills to calm 
nerves and relieve anxiety): 
Thick speech (as if intoxicated), 
lack of coordination, detach­ 
ment, no interest in surround­ 
ing activity. 
M arijuana: Strong, sweet od­ 
or (sim ilar to burning leaves) 
perm eates the clothing and ling­ 
e rs in the room where the sm o­ 
king took place. Dilation of the 
pupils, red eyes, often hidden 
under sunglasses when there is 
no sun.

Red Bluff** second Congress for Community Progress came up 
with some mighty good Idea*. Not everyone would agree with all 
of them, of course. That would be too much to expect. Actually, 
probably not everyone who attended agreed with all the recom ­ 
mendations, though there were no dissenting votes noted in the 
general meeting Saturday at which they were adopted. In tes 
nature of thing*, It would have been Impossible for everyone 
there to form an educated decision in the time at his disposal. 
Happily , that la not necessary. 
The recommendations are simply recommendations— from 
persons who have given them some thought. Now, lt*s up to the 
Individuals and public agencies who have the authority to proceed 
as they see fit. Bid recommendation* have been math' after dis­ 
cussion In panel meetings presided over by some of the com­ 
munity's most dedicated citizens. 
There are some good ideas there, and discussing them is not 
enough. It will take public support and public help and maybe In 
some cases public Insistence to bring them about. That means us. 
We have work to do. 


Heartening In A Time Like This 


Even in the most stable and “ normal” of tim es, it would be 
desirable for the president to keep the president-elect closely in. 
formed as to what Is under way at the top level of our government. 
This is essential to a smooth transfer of power. It becomes doubly 
important at such a tim e—& time when delicate and complex peace 
negotiations are In progress. 


Fortunately for us all, President Johnson and President-elect 
Nixon fully concur in this view and have taken steps to give it 
practical effect. This first became evident when Nixon announced 
alter his Initial White House conference that he would support 
administration foreign policy moves between now and his inaugural. 


More recently, the president-elect has made it plain that the 
agreement works both ways. That is, although he and the adminis­ 
tration will indeed “ speak with one voice," he will be consulted 
and taken into full confidence before any action which might affect 
the conduct of foreign policy after January 20. 


It should be noted that, as the president-elect himself pointed 
out, this arrangement does not give him any veto over adminis­ 
tration actions. That would not be proper; Mr. Johnson must bear 
the responsibility as long as he is in office. The arrangement is 
simply a sort of gentlemen's agreement whereby, in Nixon's words, 
“ the parties on the other side (that is, other countries) cannot have 
and will not have an excuse that they must wait for the next presi­ 
dent before dealingwlth m atters on which progress could be made*' 
before the changeover. This sensible approach to what could be 
a sticky problem is a heartening development.

ful handicapped among the 
skillful “unhandicapped.” Their 
universal surprise was great 
when they learned th at skill 
was skill no m atter who had 
it. 
W orkers in large factories 
were astonished to learn that 
the handicapped wanted no 
extra solicitousness. In fact, 
they bolstered the morale of 
those who surrounded them by 
their own working cheerful­ 
ness. W orkers actually learn­ 
ed- to like themselves better 
and to appreciate the gifts 
of their own existence when in 
contact with the intrepid re­ 
sources of a handicapped co­ 
worker.

study 
shows th at m any of these peo­ 
ple reduce their anger, hos­ 
tility and pettiness when ex­ 
posed to the radiant courage 
of those with limited physical 
ability. Mr. Jack Danby, ex­ 
ecutive editor of Good House­ 
keeping.

CLEAVER FOR PRESIDENT 
SAN FRANCISCO - A little 
paragraph in the New York 
Tim es appearing a week or so 
before the national election re ­ 
vealed how the editorial board 
of 
the 
Columbia University 
newspaper had resolved to vote 
for President. The vote was tor 
Eidridge Cleaver. 
The gentleman preferred by 
the students to Richard Nixon 
is not widely known in the Uni­ 
ted States, because we are not 
all of us so well-informed or 
well-educated as 
the 
young 
journalists of Columbia Univer­ 
sity. I spent an hour with Mr. 
Cleaver here in San Francisco 
after having read up on him a 
little bit. His name does not 
appear in Who's Who, but if it 
did, Who's Who would briefly 
record that he is currently the 
Information 
Minister 
of tlie 
Black Panthers, and was the 
presidential candidate of the 
Peace and Freedom Party in 
1968; that early on in his life 
he elected to defy the law, which 
he began to do as a boy by 
hustling marijuana, for which 
he was sent up to a juvenile 
reform atory, after graduation 
from which he turned to the s e r­ 
ious business of rape, beginning 
first with black victims but 
moving on to white women for 
ideological reasons, carefully 
explained in his best-selling 
autobiography, “ Soul on Ice." 
But upon being caught and sen­ 
tenced to prison for 14 years, 
he undertook his self-education, 
and prevailed upon lawyers gen­ 
erally friendly to iconoclasm 
to argue tor his parole, which 
parole was granted after nine 
years in prison, whereupon Mr. 
Cleaver enrolled as a Panther 
and rose instantly to a position 
of prominence. 
In due course a rumble ensued 
at which a young Panther was 
killed, and the State of C ali­ 
fornia contends that Mr. Cleav­ 
er was consorting with such 
persons as the parole regula­ 
tions prohibited keeping comp­ 
any with, resulting in a(his r e ­ 
call to prison; b) his release 
from prison by order of the 
lower courts, c) which ruling 
has been overturned by a high­ 
e r court; d) whose ruling is 
under appeal resulting in the 
protagonist's 
continued, 
if 
tem porary, freedom. 
Concerning Mr. Cleaver's ac ­ 
tivities and those of his Party, 
one can suggest only the flavor 
of his approach. Ronald Reagan, 
for 
instance, 
is, 
in

C leaver's language, “ a punk, a 
sissy, and a coward, and ¡chal­ 
lenge him to a duel to the death 
or 
until 
he 
says 
Uncle 
Eidridge." Those who take a 


little clandestine pleasure at 
that kind of thing said about 
Ronald Reagan might however 
find a little bit off-putting the 
Black Panther Journal publish­ 
ed after the assassination of 
Bobby Kennedy, which ran a 
drawing of Mr. Kennedy as a 
dead pig. Those who find this 
understandable 
as campaign 
oratory may wonder at Mr. 
C leaver's treatment of Julian 
Bond, whom he recently accused 
of being “ a pig (who) might just 
end up being barbecued with the 
re st of the pigs." 
Well then, what should we do 
about it all? “ I hope," Mr. 
Cleaver said recently, “ I hope 
you'll take your guns and shoot 
judges and police." I asked Mr. 
Cleaver whether he finds it con­ 
sistent with his ideology to en­ 
courage the 
assassination of 
Mr. Nixon, who after all is the 
chief pig-elect, and Mr. Cleaver 
replied that he would not pub­ 
licly encourage the assassina­ 
tion of Mr. Nixon because the 
pigs would come after him if he 
did, but that privately he would 
do so, satisfied as he is that he 
deserves to die, even as did tee 
pig Kennedy. 
Had 
enough? Ah, but your 
stomachs are not as strong as 
those of the more educated 
members of the community, 
like the faculty members of 
tee University of California who 
have invited Mr. Cleaver to give 
a course for credit at the B er­ 
keley 
campus. Actually they 
really wouldn't want him for 
president, they are just getting 
their kicks without confronting 
the consequences: a venture in 
ideological onanism. 
I told Mr. Cleaver that the su­ 
preme irony of it all is that 
such support as 
he has is 
mostly from the white folks. 
The blacks are too dignified, 
too honest, too gentle. It takes 
middle class educated white 
folks to say “ Cleaver tor P re si­ 
dent,” even as, in 18th Century 
France, it was tne sports in 
the upper class who lionized 
deSade. Cleaver is half right 
to feel such contempt as he 
feels for those of us who toler­ 
ate him and his disciples.

WASHINGTON - While 
the 
American people have been en­ 
grossed in their own sleet ton, 
the seeds of Castroism appear 
to have been planted In Pana­ 
ma, astride the Canal Zona, vi­ 
tal to the security of the United 
States. 
A m ilitary jimta, which the 
Unltad 
S t a t a s so frequently 
treats with benign approval, baa 
now been recognised by the 
Stale Department, apparently 
Ignoring the Met that tee new 
military leaders have had dose 
ties with Latte American Com­ 
munism. 
The top m ilitary man, Col. 
Omar T o rrijas, was once a 
member of the People's party, 
a front for the Communist par - 
ty, and the No. S man, Col. 
Boris M artinez, was once the 
Communist leader of students 
at the University of Panama. 
Despite this, the State Depart - 
ment last week extended the 
new 
Panamanian government 
official U.S. recognition. 
What happened was that the new 
m ilitary dictators, knowing the 
United States was busy with its 
own problem s and had long 
frowned on Arnulfo A rias, the 
newly elected president, pro­ 
ceeded to oust him on October 
11, exactly 11 days after he had 
been sworn in as president. 
Here is a play-by-play account 
of what happened; 


THE BACKSTAGE STORY 
Last May Dr. Arias, twice be­ 
fore elected president at Pana­ 
ma, was elected for a third 
tim e, despite the flagrant steal­ 
ing of ballots. In some cases, 
the political opposition raided 
the polling places armed with 
machine guns. 
Despite 
this, 
Arnulfo Arias 
won. He had the backing of a 
very heavy popular vote plus the 
support of the old Panamanian 
business families which have 
comprised the ruling oligarchy. 
Opposed to him were the na­ 
tional guard, trained and equip­ 
ped by the American arm y.The

fig h t In t h e Vietnamese jungles. 
A* a result, the Panamanian 
national g u a r d is 
of the moat efficient police 
forces in Latte Am erica. 
However, H also has a mono­ 
poly on Panama's bus transpor­ 
tation, and controls the broth­ 
els, gambling houses, and boli­ 
ta. From long experience the 
guard knew that President Arias 
would immediately cut off them 
lucrative ooooessione. It was 
reported well before Oct. I in­ 
auguration, therefore, that a 
military coup was inevitable. 
The first cotg> was attempted 
on Sept. 26, four days before 
the inauguration. Another was 
tried on the afternoon of Sept. 
29. Finally, on the evening of 
Sept. 29, President-elect A r­ 
ias met In a private home with 
the commander of the national 
guard, Gen. Bolivar V allar- 
it WMI g^reed that 
Gen. Vallarlno would not p a r­ 
ticipate Ut a coup but would be 
moved to Washington as m ili­ 
tary attache. He could play an 
Important part In the plans for 
building a new Panama Canal, it 
was agreed. 
R was also agreed that the No. 
2 man in the guard, Col. J<*e 
Maria Pin ill a, would replace 
Vallarlno as guard commander 
for 45 days and then retire in 
favor of Col. Bolivar Urrutia. 
However, the moot Important 
agreement made at this secret 
meeting was that three trouble­ 
makers 
inside 
the national 
guard who had been organizing 
revolt would be transferred as 
military attaches to Salvador, 
Chile and Colombia. 
They were: Col. Omar Tor r i ­ 
jos, Col. Boris Martinez, and 
Capt. Frederico Boyd, organ­ 
izer of the Panamanian Green 
Beret corps. 
With this agreement apparent­ 
ly satisfying the leaders of the 
guard, Arnulfo Arias was sworn 
in as President two days later 
- Oct. I. 


THREE TROUBLEMAKERS 
REMAINED 
But the leaders of the guard 
did not carry out their agree­ 
ment. The three troublesome 
guard officers were not trans • 
ferred to Chile, Salvador and

C o l o m b i a , and the I op comm and 
did not carry ote Its prom te­ 
ed sheke-up. 
Finally, President Artes ste­ 
ed himself. On Oct. 11 he ord­ 
ered the transfer of the three 
troublesome officer* who hod 
been plotting i revolt against 
him. That same day ht also ac­ 
cepted the resignation of Gen. 
Vallarlno and appointed Col. 
Plnllls commander of the guard. 
On that same day also the re­ 
volt started. The officers who 
were to be transferred took 
over. 


Gen. Vallarlno was vacation­ 
ing on the Island of Tapegowtth 
his family. In his absence Col. 
PlnlUa, the No. t man of the 
guard, was pul under hones a r ­ 
rest and Col. Urrutia, No. 3 
man In the guard, was thrown 
into Jail until late in the night 
on Oct. 11. 
By this time the junta had o r­ 
ganized Its own government, 
Installing 
Col. 
PlnlUa 
as a 
front for presídete. 


Meanwhile 
Col. Omar T o r- 
rijoe, the real ruler of the Jun­ 
ta, was not only a member of 
the People’s party of Panama, 
but his brother Moses T o rri- 
jos, a newapaperman, was sent 
to Moscow, all expenses paid 
by the Communists. Col. T o r- 
rtjos' Sítete R I f is m arried 
to Rlcaurte Soler, leader of 
the Chinese wing of the Com­ 
munist party in Panama. 


Boris Martinez, the No. 8 
member of the junta, 1s com ­ 
mander of all the arm ed for­ 
ces in Cherokee Province, sec­ 
ond largest province of Panama 
and was a form er active Com­ 
munist leader in the univer­ 
sity. 


These two, along with Capt. 
Frederico Boyd, have now e s­ 
tablished the most ruthless m ll- 
tary 
dictatorship 
in Latin 
A m e r i c a . There have been 
shootings, seizure of property, 
strict censorship. For the first 
time in history, the national 
guard has fired on civilians. 
The activity of the military 
junta has solidified the civilian 
population against it and behind 
President Arias, who has now 
taken 
refuge 
in Washington. 
Perhaps at no time has there 
been such unity on the part of 
Panamanians.

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State Highway Patrol 
List Changes In Law 


A summary of new laws af- 
fecting motorists has been re- 
leased by the California High- 
way Patrol. 


Motorcycles 
and motorcy- 


clists will be affected by some 
of the laws adopted by the is»68 
California Legislature and now 
effective. 
Handgrips 
for 
motorcycle 


passengers will no longer be 
required; it will be legal for the 
passenger to hold onto the dri- 
ver. However, a new law re- 
quires thepassenger'sfeettobe 
on thefootrests when the motor- 
cycle is in motion. Riding side- 
saddle Is thus precluded. 
Another 
change limits the 


height of motorcycle handlebars 
to 15 inches above the part of 
the seat occupied by the rider 
and depressed by his weight. 
The old law allowed measure- 
ment of the 15 inches from the 
highest part of the unoccupied 
seat. 
Although motorcycles are not 
required to have windshields, 
only the safety variety of glaz- 
ing material may be used after 
Jan. 1, 1969, in motorcycle 
•windshields using glazing ma- 
terial. 


REMOVAL OF VEHICLES 


M e m b e r s of the California 


Highway Patrol and local law 
enforcement 
officers are au- 


thorized to impound any vehicle 
which is illegally parked and 
has no license plates or other 
evidence of registration dis- 
played, under another new law 
now effective. 
This law was developed in re- 
sponse to a problem of growing 
dimensions 
around some un- 


iversities and colleges, where 
drivers, parking illegally, de- 
liberately removed all identifi- 
cation from their locked autos in 
order to avoid receiving a cita- 
tion. 


Parking a vehicle upon or with- 
in 7-1/2 feet of any railroad 
track, whether on a railroad 
right-of-way or a highway, is 
illegal under another new law. 
Vehicles violating this section 
may be removed by law enforce- 
ment agencies. 
Seatbelts for the driver and 
each passenger in driver train- 
ing vehicles are now required 
and must be used by all occu- 
pants of the car when it is used 
for driver training purposes. 


AMBULANCES 
The regulating authority of the 
Highway Patrol over ambu- 
lances is strengthened in new 
legislation which provides for 
licensing of companies opera- 
ting ambulances, rather than is- 
suance of a permit for each ve- 
hicle used as an ambulance as 
formerly required. The new 
laws are designed to assure 
the public of more professional 
service. 
The Highway Patrol has auth- 
ority to suspend or revoke any 
license and to refuse to issue a 
license for a number of caus- 
es, including moral turpitude, 
acts of deceit, fraud or dis - 
honesty where another was in- 
jured, misrepresentation of a 
material fact in application and 
failure to keep proper records. 


OTHER LICENSES 


The new legislation also gives 
the patrol authority to issue 
licenses for operation of ar- 
mored cars, transportation of 
explosives, official lamp and 
brake stations and installers, 
and official motor vehicle pol- 
lution control stations and in- 
stallers. Previously, some of 
these activities operated under 
permits or certificates. 


The licensing laws become 


effective January 1, and the 
patrol has announced that cer- 
tificates, permits and licenses 
which are valid December 31, 
1968, will remain valid until 
revoked or a new license is is- 
sued.

State Highway Patrol 
List Changes In Law 


A summary of mm laws af­ 
fecting motorists has basa re­ 
leased by tbs California High­ 
way Patrol. 
Motorcycles 
and 
motorcy­ 
clists will be affected by some 
of the laws adapted by the 1968 
California Legislature and new 
effective. 
Handgrips 
for 
motorcycle 
passengers win no longer be 
required; it will be legal for the 
passenger to hold onto the dri­ 
ver. However, a new law re ­ 
quires the passenger's feet tobe 
on the foot rests when the motor - 
cycle is In motion. Riding side­ 
saddle la thus precluded. 
Another 
change limits the 
height of motorcycle handlebars 
to 16 inches above the part of 
the seat occi*>led by the rider 
and depressed by his weight. 
The old law allowed measure­ 
ment of the 16 Inches from the 
highest part of the unoccupied 
seat. 
Although motorcycles are not 
required to have windshields, 
only the safety variety of glar­ 
ing m aterial may be used after 
Jan. 1, 1969, in motorcycle 
windshields using glazing ma­ 
terial. 


REMOVAL OF VEHICLES 
M e m b e r s of the California 
Highway Patrol and local law 
enforcement officers are au­ 
thorized to Impound any vehicle 
which is illegally parked and 
has no license plates or other 
evidence of registration dis­ 
played, under another new law 
now effective. 
This law was developed in re­ 
sponse to a problem of growing 
dimensions around some un­ 
iversities and colleges, where 
drivers, parking illegally, de­ 
liberately removed all Identifi­ 
cation from their locked autos in 
order to avoid receiving a cita­ 
tion. 
Parking a vehicle upon or with­ 
in 7-1/2 feet of any railroad 
track, whether on a railroad 
right-of-way or a highway, is 
illegal under another new law. 
Vehicles violating this section 
may be removed by law enforce­ 
ment agencies. 
Seatbelts for the driver and 
each passenger in driver train­ 
ing vehicles are now required 
and must be used by all occu­ 
pants of the car when it is used 
for driver training purposes. 


The regulating authority of the 
Highway 
P a t r o l over ambu­ 
lances |a strengthened in new 
legtalntion which provides for 
licensing of companies opera­ 
ting ambulances, rather than is ­ 
suance of a permit for each ve­ 
hicle used as an ambulance as 
formerly required. The 
new 
laws are designed to assure 
the public of more professional 
service. 
The Highway Patrol baa auth­ 
ority to suspend or revoke any 
license and to refuse to issue a 
license for a number of caus­ 
es, including moral turpitude, 
acta of deceit, fraud or ills - 
honesty where another was in­ 
jured, misrepresentation of a 
m aterial tact in application and 
failure to keep proper records. 


OTHER LICENSES 
The new legislation also gives 
the patrol authority to issue 
licenses for operation of a r­ 
mored cars, transportation of 
explosives, official lamp and 
brake stations and installers, 
and official motor vehicle pol­ 
lution control stations and in­ 
stallers. Previously, some of 
these activities operated under 
permits or certificates. 
The licensing laws become 
effective January 1, and the 
patrol has announced that cer­ 
tificates, permits and licenses 
which are valid December 31, 
1968, will remain valid until 
revoked or a new license is is­ 
sued.

land, had done some writing for the Daily News and sat in this 
editor's chair. 


His parents, Mr. and Mrs. Robert MacDonald live in Los Mo- 


linos, and his younger brother, Malcolm is a junior at Red Bluff 
High School. 


Colin MacDonald graduated from RBUHS in 1966 and is now ma- 


king his way to becoming a professional racing driver. 


Colin was born in Perth, Scotland and came to America in 1959 


i'ith his family. 


During his four years of high school inRed Bluff, the 20-year- 


old Scot started racing nardtops at CMco's Silver Dollar Speed- 
way, and the Shasta Speedway ir. Anderson. 


And it was not long before Colin decided that his childhood 


dream could become a reality if he worked hard enough in pur- 
suit of this career —as a racing driver.

In the latter part of 1966 Colin decided to return to Britain 


and have a go at Formula Racing. 


After writing to various contacts such as Brabham, Team 


Lotus, Cooper Cars and others, Colin was recommended to attend 
a racing drivers school. 


On February 25th, 1967, Colin said goodbye to his family and 


boarded a plane for Scotland. 


Colin stayed in Scotland for about two months prior to his 


going to England to the racing school. 


In May last year he went to Motor Racing Stables, The In- 


ternational School for racing drivers, at Brands Hatch, England. 
It was here that he got his first drive in a single seater Formula 
racing car, a Lotus 31. During his first day at the school Colin's 
lap times got better and better. He got used to the car, and began 
to learn the tricky road circuit. 


His lap times were good and the instructors encouraged him 


to continue further with the school. 


And so he inquired about any possibility as to his being hired 


by Motor Racing Stables as a mechanic to work and learn about the 
cars as well as the driving part. 


The young Scotsman was hired and soon began to learn about 


the technical side of the sleek Formula racers. 


Besides being paid a salary, his school tuition became free, 


and Colin was getting in plenty of driving. All the time learning 
and getting quicker on the track. 


And soon he was helping to instruct pupils at the school. 
Also he was in charge of preparing and maintaining two Lotus 


51's. 


During his stay with Motor Racing Stables, Colin traveled to 


all the British racing circuits, and this took him all over Britain. 


He has met most of the big names in racing — Jack Brabham, 


Dennis Hulme, J. Ochen Rindt, Jackie Stewart, Phil Hill;, Jim Hall, 
Hap Sharp, Graham Hill, Bruce McClaren, Dan Gurney, Pedro 
Rodriguez, Jo Bonnier, Mike Spence, John Surtees, and Parnel- 
11 Jones. 


Colin has met Stirling Moss on several occasions, and was 


honored to have received encouraging words from him concerning 
his racing. 


During the first ever BOAC 500 sports car race in 1967, 


Colin was on John Surtee's pit crew. Surtees was World Champion 
in 1964, and now drives for Honda of Japan in Grand Prix Formu- 
la-One Racing.

Water 
Projects 
Deficit 
LOS ANGELES(AP)-Califor- 


nia faces a $2.3 billion deficit 
in water projects financed by 
the federal government and may 
have to make up the difference, 
state water leaders warn. 
The 
California 
Water Re- 


sources Association said Sun- 
day that a deficit is possible 
over the next 20 years under a 
projected reduction of federal 
funds for water development in 
favor 
of funding elsewhere, 


particularly for urban prob- 
lems. 


On the other hand, the as- 
sociation said, California's high 
level of prosperity dapends in 
part on maintaining the outlay 
that had been projected through 
1990. 
William R. Gianelli, director 
of 
the S t a t e Department of 


Water Resources, termed pros- 
pects "most serious." 


"It may require a new look at 


the historical method of se- 
curing funds from Washington 
in light of the large backlog of 
federal projects," he said. 


First Surplus In 
Balance Of Payments 
In Over Three Years 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The first 
quarterly surplus in the U.S. 
balance of payments in more 
than three years was report- 
ed today by tne Johnson ad- 
ministration. 
The surplus was small, $35 
million, but officials interpret- 
ed it as evidence the crash pro - 
gram President Johnson an- 
nounced in January to rescue 
the balance of payments from a 
rapidly worsening trend is pay- 
Ing off. 
The surplus follows a second- 
quarter deficit of $160 million 
and a first-quarter deficit of 
$680 million. 


These decending 
figures 


came in the wake of a serious 
deterioration in 1967 when the 
total balance was in deficit by 
$3.6 billion.

Funds For Highway Construction 


SACRAMENTO 
(AP) _ The 


state's 
ti ansportation chief, 


Gordon C. Luce, says he is en- 
couraged that the federal gov- 
erment has agreed to release 
highway construction funds, but 
he says it'll Uke a while to 
make up for lost time. 


Luce, State Secretary for Bu- 


siness and Transportation, re- 
ported Friday that the U.S.

cember. 
The department also indicates 
that California can obligate a 
total of about $393 million up 
to July 1, 1969. But Luce said 
this total includes $75 million 
which the state had obligated 
before the freeze. 


Luce said the withholding of

cutbacks in spending, 


had delayed work on the inter- 
state highway system.

Christmas Tree Origin 
Hidden In Dim Post 


CHICAGO—Aside from Santa 


Claus, gaily-wrapped presents, 
mistletoe :md a turkey dinner, 
one other ingredient is neccs» 
sary to complete a Yuletide 
setting—the Christmas tree. 


And like the controversy that 


annually swirls around the ques- 
tion of who really discovered 
America, there are arguments 
about the origin of the Christ* 
mas tree. 
Some historians 


point to the Egyptians, who in 
celebrating the winter solstice 
— or shortest day of the year 
—brought green date palms in- 
to their homes as a symbol of 
"life triumphant over death". 


To the Druids, sprigs of ever, 


green in the house meant eternal 
life. 
While to the Norsemen, 


they symbolized the revival of 
the sun gold Balder. To those 
who were inclined toward super, 
stition, branches of evergreens 
placed over the door kept out 
witches, ghosts, evil spirits and 
the like. 


Others date the use of Christ, 


mas trees back to Germany 
sometime in the year 1500, and 
Martin Luther. While strolling 
through the countryside one 
Christmas Eve, Luther became 
impressed with the beauty of the 


wintry landscape and the sparkl- 
ing 
snow-flecked 
evergreen 


trees and attempted tc re- 
produce the outdoor scene by 
attaching lighted candles to a 
small evergreen tree in order 
to simulate the reflections of 
the starlit heavens. 


If the latter claim is true, 


the Christmas tree as a sym- 
bol has already passed its 400th 
birthday. 


Like the American flag, our 


Constitution and the Liberty 
Bell, the "Americanized Christ- 
mas tree probably goes back to 
the revolutionary war when it 
was imported from Germany by 
Hessian soldiers. 
The first 


ornaments were mostly tufts of 
cotton( strings of popcorn and 
cranberries, flowers, replicas 
of foodstuffs and paper decora, 
tions. 


The first Christmas tree 


"lights", however, may have 
been Luther's lighted candles. 
By the time the tree came to 
America, though, lights were 
already part of the setting, but 
the danger involved with lighted 
candles was made obvious every 
year by fire department calls. 


Actually, the United States 


can claim one major contribu- 


tion to the Christmas tree, the 
invention of electric Christmas 
tree lights. The first fa :tory. 
made string of lights/^ was 
brought out during World War 
I by 
four 
brothers named 


Sadacca, who utilized flashlight 
bulbs and a storage battery. 
Today, the only active brother, 
Albert V., heads up both World 
Wide Enterprises, Inc., and 
NOMA Lites Corporation, the 
former the world's largest 
manufacturers and importers 
of 
electric 
Christmas tree 


lights. 
Since then, Albert V. 


Sadacca, who is considered the 
"dean" of the industry, has 
added other "firsts". 


He developed the outdoor 


weatherproof miniature lights, 
twinkling 6-way flashing lamps, 
two-tone color mini lamps, con. 
nectors to match the wire and 
blend in with the green tree, 
and the simple push.in socket 
which has replaced the screw- 
in socket. 


Meanwhile,

what's in the future, he soon 
expects to market a device 
which will revolutionize the en- 
tire industry, wireless electric 
Christmas tree lights operated 
by remote control.

Christmas Tree Origin 
Hidden In Dim Past 


CHICAGO—Aside from Santa 
Claus, gaily-wrapped presents, 
mistletoe and a turkey dinner, 
one other ingredient is neces­ 
sary to complete a Yuletide 
setting—the Christmas tree.
